Leuisville—His Statement. 


Details of the Tragic AGair. — 


The most melancholy tragedy which it has been 
our duty to record in many months occurred 

terday, and threw the eniire city into painfal 
commotion. Karly iu the forenoon the report cir- 
culated like wildfire that Captain Ed. Whitfeld, a 
weil known commission merchant apd big 
teemed young citizen, had been Killed. Th mor 
was soon confirmed and giocom was depicted on 


every face, 

After employing all the means at our command 
to ascertain the particulars of the sad affair, we 
have arrived at the fabowing facta; Mr. &. A. Do- 
rap, a man from Louftevilie formerly, rented a suit 
of rooms on Second atr. «{, between Exchange and 
Market, from Captain Whitfeid, some two months 
ago. There was a disugreement about the rent 
recently, and day before ne See Whit 
field obtained a writin one of the courts to eject 
Voran fromthe rooms. Late that afiernoon r. 
Doran appe ed at the AVALANCHE counting- 
room and asked for the insertion of the following 
card as an advertisement: 

Tenn,, January 7, 1869, 
“Francis E. Whitfield and his son, ofthe firm of 
Moore & Whitfield, I hereby denounce, both, as 
thieves, liars, and poltroons, 8. A. Doran.” 


At firat it was rejected, as he was personally uo 
known at the office. He lefta short time aed re- 
accompanied by a well koown citizep who 
endorsed himasa gentieman of responsibility 
The card was then accepted und paid for and was 
sentup for publication through the regular busi. 
in accordance with the custom that 
bas prevaiied generally in the South. 

The card appeared yesterday morning, and at an 
early bour Captain Whi! field visited our office alone 
and inquired if Mr. Doran had been here. He 
bad some conversation with the business manager, 
of a frieodiy character, expressed bimsel! satisfied 
as to the office, and then ijeft, In company with 
Mr, Virgil Moore, his business partner, be repair- 
ed soon after to Doran’s rooms to demand satis- 
faction. The rooms are situated up stairs in a 
two story building on the corner ofan alley ran- 
ning between Exchange and Markel @treets, 

Thetwo gentuiemen ascended the siairway lead- 
ing to the rooms trom the west side of Second 
street and knocked at the first door, whieh was 
opened by a female in her night cloihes. They 
toquired for Doran, and she told them that he was 
in the next room, They knocked at the next door 
on thehall, and Doran opened it himself, and he 
was also in his night clothes, Captain Whitheid 
immediately entered, and Doran closed and fas 
‘ened the door, leaving Mr. Moore on the outside, 
Very soon firing commenced within, and, Mr 
Moore being unable to get in, ran down stairs and 
gave the alarm. Some of the police answered his 
call, aud when thay ran up stairs Doran opened 
the door with a pistol in bis band, and remarked 


that be did uot want to murder anybody— 
or words to that effect. Captain hitfleid 
was sitting on «a trunk with his head 


and biood trickling from his forehead. 
Mr. Moore sprang to his support and ~~ bim 
to speek and tell how he was burt, @ spoke 
once or twice feebly; said he was shot and could 
not tive loug. He was taken down stairs and 
put into a hack and started for the Peabody Ho 
tel, but expired on the way. The remains were 
carried into the botel and laid out in No. 20, 
where the relatives and friends of the deceased 
collected to pour out their tears of anguish and 
profound sorrow. . 

Inthe meantime Captain Simons of the Fias 
District arrested Mr. Doran in his room, The 
from which he had arisen was still occupied by a 
mistress of his named Sue Campbell, a« falien 
woman of great beauty and pbysical attractions, 
formerly of Louisville, Kentucky. The room

shot fred by S. A. Doran, Ip the afternoon Cap- 
tain Whitfeld’s remains were removed to Mrs. 
Shepherd’s, on Vance street, 
MR. VIRGIL MOORE'S STATEMENT 
in regard to the murder is substantiaily as follows: 
Mr, Whitfield and myself went to the bouse of 
Doran, about ten or eleven o’clock, for the purpose 
of inquiring why the card was written, and had 
no idea of engaging in « difficulty. We knocked at 
a door on the second floor of the building which 
was opened by a young lady, and, on inquiry, 
learned that Doran and the woman he kept oceu 
pied the next room. We proceeded to this door 
and koocked. Doran opened the door and Whit- 
field stepped in, and immediately, before a word 
gould be spoken, the door was shut violently, 
aud the firing commenced simultaneously with 
‘ye Great act. Three shots were fired, ail from 
Doran's as subseq' ont examination proved. 
never spoke after |.e entered the door, 
The police entered, arrested Doran and carried bim 
away. Whitfield was only etrack by one ball, 
which entered the leit side, passed through the 
beart and lodged near the upper huembar verte- 
He was carried to his room and expired ina 
few minutes. He was armed but l was not. This

MR. DORAN’S STATEMENT. 


Last night one of our reporters visited 
the jail where the prisoner is confined and 
obtained aa jnterview with him. He was con- 
fined in one of the numerous cells fronting on the 
long hall leading through the oentral portion of 
the first foorg The prisoner is about ive feet ten 
inches, has black hair, mustache and imperial, 
dark eyes and fairskin, Says he isa native of 
Kentucyy, and at the out-break of the war was 
doing a wholessig business in a fagcy dry goods 
bouse in Louisvilié, and wasin partnership with 
his brother. The war coming oy, he enlisted in 
the Confederate army and afterwards became 
Captain. Two years ago he came to Mempbis and 
remained for the most part until the present,
